8roall-pox—A D istracted M other. 
San F rancisco, November 22d.—Six cases 
of small-pox were reported to-day, of which 
only two have been verified and removed to 
the Pest-house. Due of the cases repirted 
was that of a child, whose mother, probably 
with a dread of the Pest-house before her, 
ran away with the child, and is supposed to 
be either hiding among the wharves or to 
have jumped iuto the bay in her distraction 
of mind. To avoid the danger of contagion 
the authorities have ordered the stoppage of 
all visits of outsiders to the Industrial 
School, and the same course is expected to 
be pursued with regard to the House of Cor­ 
rection and other public institutions.

Geo. O'Kane was struck to-day by tiain 
No. 6, just west of Verdi, knocked down and 
his right hand cut off at the wrist. He was 
taken to the Reno hospital. 
Eatal Railroad A rridrnt. 
San J ose, November 22d.—John L. A. 
Williams, aged 21, employed as a brakemau 
on engine No. 27 of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, was making up a train at Gilroy at 
C P. si. Saturday, and while the cars were 
backing, in putting on the brake of the first 
car the brake chain broke, causing him to fall 
between the first car and tender. The en­ 
gineer saw him fall, and immediately reversed 
his engine, but the wheels of the tender 
passed over the man btfore the train was 
brought to a stop. It was then found that his 
leg was run over above the knee, crushing 
the knee aud leg horribly. Part of the 
right heel and three or fcur fingers of the left 
hand were cut off. A physician came in ten 
minutes and had the unfortunate man re­ 
moved to the Southern Pacific Hotel, where 
he died about three hours after the accident.

TREATY WITH GEM 


Abstract of the Provisions of tho 
Instrument. 


PASSENGER - 0AÜBYIKG CLAUSE. 


Vessels Limited to Fifteen Chinese 
Passengers Each.

W ashington, November 22d.— Great in­ 
terest lias been felt here in the result of the 
Commission sent to China to negotiate a 
treaty with that Government. The main and 
almost sole object of the Commission was to 
have the troublesome question of Chinese im­ 
migration settled in some way satisfactory to 
the people of the West and of the Pacific 
coast. It has been stated that the text of the 
has already arrived at Washington. 
a his is not true. The State Department has 
received enough by telegraph, however, to 
indicate 
THE NATURE C Y THE TREATY, 
Its text cannot reach this city under four or 
five weeks. The text of it then will be trans­ 
mitted by the department under the seal of 
secresy to the Senate for ratification. Treat­ 
ies, until ratified by the Senate are regarded 
as mere agreements between the personal 
members of the Governments interested, and 
for this reason aBy publication of the exact 
text of the treaty in advance of official ratifi­ 
cation is regarded as a great breach of etiquette. 
From official advicis received from the State 
Department, the correspondent has been en­ 
abled to gain an exact idea of the now treaty. 
It is understood that this document does not 
change the status of American citizens in 
China, nor does it enter into tie commercial 
features covered by the Read treaty of 1858. 
It is a modification of the Burlingame treaty, 
and is in accordance with Evarts’ policy, 
RESTRAINING FURTHER IMMIGRATION CE CHI­ 
NESE 
To this country, while at the same time not 
going to the extreme of eendiog those back 
who are already here. The original bill 
upon the subject of Chinese immigration was 
vetoed bv the President on the 1st of March, 
1879. The measure vetoed by the President 
was objected to by him upon the ground that 
it was in conflict with the Burlingame treaty 
and that the law could not stand. This veto 
led to the appointment of the Commission. 
The Chinese Legation authorities were in this 
city at the time of the anti-Chinese agitation 
in Congress, and the Chinese Government 
was equally anxious to restrain emigration 
from its shores to this country, but at the 
same time it wanted the Chinese who were 
already in this country to be fairly treated. 
It is on account of this derire on the part of 
the Chinese Government to keep its people at 
home that the Commission sent to China has 
been 
ABLE TO COMPLETE IT.* WORK 
So rapidly. It is understood that the treaty 
provides that no master of any versel owned 
in whole or in part by a citizen of the United 
States, or of any foreign country, shall take 
on board from any port in the Chinese Em­ 
pire, or other foreign ports, any number of 
Chinese passengers, male or female, in excess 
of the numberof tifteeD, to bring them within 
the jurisdiction of the United States. Any 
master of a vessel who violates this clause of 
the treaty shall be considered guilty of mis­ 
demeanor, and subject to penalties to be pro­ 
vided for in the way of fine and imprison 
ment. It further stipulates that the rnastsr 
of any vessel arriving in the United Stats* 
from any foreign place shall be required i-> 
furnish to the Collector of the district in 
which he ariives a separate 
LIST OV ALL CHINESE PASSINGER.H 
On board his vcsseL This list shall be sworn 
to, and any evasion or misrepresentation 
under this stipulation shall also be considered 
a misdemeanor. The fines imposed upon the 
masters are to be considered liens upon their 
vessels. 
The provisions of the present 
statutes forbidding importation of coolies 
and women for immoral purposes are not 
affected by the treaty. No Consul or Con­ 
sular agent of the United States ean grant a 
certificate to any ve sel leavin? China for 
this country if she has on board more than 
fifteen Chinese passengers. Of coaise it is 
explicitly stated that the limitations do cot 
apply to persons officially connected with the 
Chinese Government or to persons rescued 
from shipwreck. This treaty will undoubt­ 
edly be ratified at an early day by the Sen­ 
ate, and will be a measure to satisfy all but 
the most extreme of the anti-Ci.inese de­ 
ment on the Pacific coast. The treaty itself 
is a modification of 
ARTICLES 5 AND C OF THE BFRLIKGAMR 
TREATY, 
Which reads as follows : 
“ Article V. The United States of America 
aad the Emperor of China cordially recog­ 
nize the inherent and inalienable right of 
man to change his home and allegiance, and 
also the mutual advantage of the free migra­ 
tion and emigration of their citiiens and sub­ 
jects respectively from the one c .untrv to the 
other, for the purpose of curiosity, of trade, 
or aspcimanent residents. The high con­ 
tracting parties therefore join in reprobating 
any other than an entirely voluntary emigra­ 
tion h r these purposes. They consequently 
agree to pass laws making it a penal offense 
for a citiztn of the United States or a Chinese 
subject to take Chine.-e subjects either to the 
United States or to any other foreign coun­ 
try, or for a Chinese subject or citizen of the 
United States to take citizens of the United 
States to China or to any other foreign coun­ 
try, without their free and voluntary consent, 
respectively. 
" Article VI. Citizens of the United States 
visiting or residing in China shall cujr.y the 
same privileges, immunities or exemptions in 
respect to travel or residence as may there be 
enjoyed by the citizens or subjects of the 
most favored nation, and reciprocally Chinese 
subjects viritinz or residing in the United 
Slates shall enjoy the same privilege?, im­ 
munities and exemptions in respect to travel 
or residence as may there be enjoyed by the 
citizens or subjects of the most favored na­ 
tion. But nothing herein contained shall be 
held to confer naturalization upon citizens of 
the United States in China, nor upon the 
subjects of China in the United States.”

THE ADVANCEMENT OF POLITICAL ED­ 
UCATION. 


THE INDIAN BUREAU REPORT. 


The report of the Indian Bureau strikeB 
us as being suspiciously rose-colored. All 
through the year there have been troubles 
w ith various Indian tribe3, but at its close 
the Bureau reports that everything Í3 pro­ 
ceeding'] as smoothly as possible, and that 
the Indians are in a fair way to become 
civilized. W hen we take the case of the 
l'oncas as a sort of test, however, we find 
th at the report of the Bureau is at variance 
with several well-ascertained facts. 
It 
represents the l’oncas as being completely 
satisfied with their present location in the 
Indian Territory, and it intim ates that they 
would be perfectly happy but for the 
officious meddling of certain people who 
wish them to return to Dakota. Now it is 
certain that when the l ’oncas were so 
outrageously forced from their former 
homes, the new location upon which they 
were placed proved so unhealthy that about 
half the victims sickened and died in 
the first year. It was a wretched, barren, 
swampy region, in no way fitted for 
cultivation or settlem ent, and it has not 
been improved by occupancy. The case of 
the l’oncas, therefore, justifies m istrust 
in other cases, and confirms our suspicion 
that the Indian Bureau does not wish to 
give the country too much or too accurate 
information. 
A ttention is once more 
called to the deplorable condition of the 
California Mission Indians, who have in 
fact been almost as badly abused a3 the 
Poncas. 
W e coufirmed the spoliation by 
which they had been dispossessed of all their 
lands, and we have allowed them to starve 
or steal. If the Government pursues its 
traditional policy with these Indians a 
little longer they will doubtless cease to be 
a cause of perplexity to it, for they will all 
have died from starvation and exposure. 


THE NIHILISTS TAKE A FRESH START. 


It seems that the Nihilists, after ap­ 
parently submitting to the conciliatory 
measures of General Melikoff, have de­ 
cided on a fresh campaign of terrorism and 
dynam ite, and that they have begun by 
placarding St. Petersburg w ith flaming 
posters announcing that the Czar has less 
than a year to live. This is a crrious mode 
of procedure for conspirators to adopt, and 
in any other country than Itussia we 
should be justified in regarding it as a 
proof that very little would be done. The 
N ihilists, however, have shown that they 
are quite capable of declaring their pur­ 
poses beforehand, aud of following them 
up boldly in the teeth of the police and 
the Third Section. 
In the present in­ 
stance it is possible that they hope to 
w orry the Czar to death, knowing that his 
health has long been very precarious, and 
there is perhaps some serious possibility 
th at they may succeed in this. 
It 
is useless to speculate upon their ulterior 
purposes, for it is by no means clear that 
they have any. It has been a peculiarity 
of Nihilism thus far that it has never 
evinced any disposition to go beyond the 
production of anarchy. Its purpose seems 
to be to strike down Czardom. W hat is 
to Bucceed Czardom, supposing it stricken 
down, has never yet been satisfactorily ex­ 
plained. Regeneration of Russian Bociety 
and politics would offer a sufficiently wide 
field for enthusiasm to work in, but the 
N ihilists are apparently too much absorbed 
in the preseat to heed the future. Their 
mission is undoubtedly destructive, and 
therefore it is perhaps the more singular 
th at they should experience so little diffi­ 
culty in finding men and women willing to 
sacrifice everything, even life, to this pro­ 
gramme. 


W e have often had occasion to regret 
the failure of the existing educational sys­ 
tem to prepare those who are to be citizens 
for the public duties which will devolve 
upon them. The need of political educa­ 
tion is but too plainly manifested at every 
election, where it is made apparent that 
demagogues are still able to control great 
masses of votes in opposition to the best 
interests of the public, simply because the 
average voter is not capable of discrim­ 
inating between true and false doctrine 
even when the most im portant questions 
depend upon his decision. Every year, 
because of this dearth of political training, 
it is necessary for the press to discuss 
propositions which ought to be abandoned 
or obsolete, and national progress is stayed 
by the necessity of fighting over and over 
again battU s which would never be pos­ 
sible if the people had been well grounded 
in the elem entary principles of political 
science. A few years ago it was the cus­ 
tom to hold up our common school system 
as the best in the world. To praise it was 
merely to be orthodox. To find fault 
with it was to be anathema. Fortunately 
the growth of intelligence has proceeded 
so far as to open the public mind to the 
truth that this vaunted system is marred 
by very serious defects, and that the 
m erit which was formerly supposed to 
belong to it in a particular way7, 
namely practicality, is in fact conspicuous 
chiefly by its absence. For it is becoming 
more evident every day to those who re­ 
flect that in a republic where the quality 
of the government m ust depend ultim ately 
upon the intelligence of the masses, it is 
necessary that those masses should be so 
far instructed in the great principles of 
political science as to be preserved from 
vulgar errors at least. It is further per­ 
ceived that popular education as hitherto 
administered does not supply this kind of 
information. The proof of the deficiency 
is found in the character of our political 
struggles, and the governmental proposi­ 
tions, which divide the voting population. 
N ot only do we discover that questions 
which have been long ago settled in other 
countries are here treated as if they were 
new, but questions which have been settled 
in this country are from time to time resur­ 
rected, and it is always possible to persuade 
numbers of voters that they arc still open. 
These facts prove that the experience even 
of our own ancestors is not being trans­ 
m itted as it should be. But if this is so 
it follows th at the country is hampered 
and retarded by 
such a failure to 
transm it experience. W hat keeps barba­ 
rians from progressing during long periods 
is precisely this defect. Each generation 
is left to acquire painfully for itself the 
knowledge which ought to have been 
handed down to i ^ As civilization ad­ 
vances the transmission of knowledge 
becomes systematized, and the result is 
th at each generation finds fresh progress 
easier, because it is spared the toil and 
waste of time demanded for the acquisition 
of th at which its preJecessor3 had dis­ 
covered. 
H itherto we have, as regards 
political education, pursued the barbar­ 
ous rather than the civilized method. It 
is true th at one cause of the popular igno­ 
rance of political science in this country 
has been the constant influx of foreign ele­ 
m ents which have everything to learn con­ 
cerning our institutions, but this avenue of 
danger m ight have been closed had care 
been taken to teach our youth the subjects 
with which they m ust deal as citizens. 


W e are glad to be able to announce that 
at last a practical effort is to be made to 
dispel popular ignorance on these m atters, 
and that it has taken a shape which prom­ 
ises very beneficial results. W e are in­ 
formed, by a circular just received, th at a 
Society for Political Education has re­ 
cently been formed. The headquarters 
will be in New York, hut it will be gov­ 
erned by an Executive Committee, the 
members of which are chosen from all 
parts of the Union. W hen we say that 
this Executive Committee comprises such 
names as Prof. W . G. Sumner, Hon. 
David A. W ells, Charles Francis Adams, 
Jr., Horace W hite, 
and many other 
specialists almost equally well known, we 
have dem onstrated the genuineness and 
the truthw'orthiness of the movement. 
Its purposes are to publish a series of sound 
tcxt-books upon various branches of politi­ 
cal science, at a rate so low that every­ 
one can afford to buy them ; also to issue 
text3 or monographs on special subjects at 
intervals, and generally to serve as a 
means of directing public attention towards 
thess im portant topics, and to afford in­ 
formation and suggestions regarding study 
and research to all who may be willing to 
accept the guidance offeied. 
For ex­ 
ample, the Society 
proposes to issue 
for the first year, NordhofTs, “ Poli­ 
tics for Young Americans,” Professor 
Perry’s “ Introduction to Political Econ­ 
omy," Johnson’s “ H istory of American 
Politics,” and M cAdams’ “ Alphabet in 
Finance.” These volumes will be pub­ 
lished very cheaply, aud it is proposed to 
issue a new set every year. It may as well 
be said that the Society has no partisan 
aims or bias. It seeks only to disseminate 
the truth, and it will do this w ithout re­ 
gard to the party bearing of it.

THE ULTERIOR PURPOSES. 
The remarks of the London Observer 
upon the Irish situation, which we pub­ 
lished iu our dispatches yesterday, are de­ 
cidedly significant, as representing the 
common-8ense views of the English Liber­ 
als generally. It is evident that they 
perceive the existence of ulterior purposes 
on the part of the Irish leaders of a charac­ 
ter to check any reform measures. That 
is to say, they perceive a purpose to render 
the land reform a stepping-stone to some­ 
thing else, which something else is sup­ 
posed to be a repeal of the union or a declar­ 
ation of Irish independence. If land re­ 
form were demanded on its m erits, and it 
was understood that when justice had been 
done there would be an end of agitation, 
the Liberals would no doubt under­ 
take the work. 
But the demand for 
land reform put forward under cover of a 
threat of rebellion, and openly supported 
as an entering wedge for the disruption of 
the Union, cannot be taken up by any Eng­ 
lish party. The idea th at Ireland can ex­ 
ist, now or at any time, as an independent 
corn try, cannot be adm itted in England, 
in fact, and if it is obstinately insisted 


The prosecution in the Morey forgery 
case are working indefatigably to trace the 
crime, and indications are not wanting 
that they will succeed in this before long.

Of course if this 
fact had been ascertained at the first it 
would have been a complete refutation of 
the slander, but it was strangely over­ 
looked until now, when it crops out as a 
fresh proof of the clumsiness as well as the 
atrocity of the crime. It is further sug­ 
gested that the forger, whoever he was, 
Thilp or another, m ust have copied the 
handw riting of General Garfield’s private 
secretary, instead of his own handwriting. 
It was evident at the tim e the various fac­ 
similes were published that the forger had 
not succeeded in im itating General Gar­ 
field’s handwriting, but if he had before 
him the writing of another person this 
would be explained. W hat has not yet 
been accounted for is the fact that the 
forger did not really w rite “ G arfield” at 
all, but “ Gaifield,” the “ i ” being plainly 
dotted, and the difference apparent at a 
glance. It was a very inartistic forgery, 
and it is certain that it never would have 
passed m uster anywhere but for the cir­ 
cumstances ainid which it was issued. 
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DOMESTIC NEWS. 


The U nited S lat:* T reasu ry -R eceip ts of 
the G overnm ent and E xpenditures. 
Washington, November 22d.—From the 
annual report of United Stated Treasurer 
Uilfilian, it appears that the receipts of the 
Government compare very favorably with 
those of the previous fiscal year, and show an 
increase from customs, internal revenue and 
sales of public lands of 500,811,505, and a 
decrease in those from miscellaneous sources 
of only 8112,079. The expenditures show a 
slight increase of 8095,071 in .the aggregate, 
as compared with the previous fiscal year, 
caused by an increase of 822,395,010 in pay­ 
ments on accifhnt of the Interior Depart­ 
ment, but show a decrease of 821,099,905 in 
expenditures for interest and interest and 
premium on the public debt, on the civil ai d 
miscellaneous accounts and for the W ar and 
Navy Departments. The balance of public 
money on deposit in the treasury and subject 
to draft at the ( lore of business J une 30, 1879. 
was 8117,223,787. The receipts during the 
year from all sources amounted to $494,578,­ 
211, aud the drafts paid to §108,190,­ 
900. After deducting receipts, property 
refunded and outstanding drafts, there was, 
subject to draft, at the close of business June 
30, 18S0, $201.683,830, which differs from the 
debt statement balance by $3,595,213, which 
is explained in the appendix. The business 
of the Government involved a transfer dur­ 
ing the year of $11,053,357,081, the greater 
portion through the medium of accounts of 
this office, and the remainder by actual trans­ 
portation of funds. 
Fifty-eight national 
banks were organized during the year ; five 
failed and twenty-one went into voluntary 
liquidation, leaving 2,102 doing business. The 
amount collected from national banks by the 
Treasurer of the United States for semi-an­ 
nual duty accruing during the year was 
$7,591,770. 
The t'«tal amount collected 
during the 
existence of 
the national 
hank system is $100,361,469. The report em­ 
bodies a statement of liabilities and assets 
of Treasury for the years 1877-8-9 and 1S80, 
from which it appears that the gold and 
silver coin aud bullion ranged from $114,464,­ 
982 in 1877 to $163,969,414 in 1878, to $222,­ 
807,368 in 1879, and to $214,303,215 in 1880. 
The decrease of $8,500,000, between 1879 and 
1880 is represented by the reduition in the 
gold balance of $34,000,000 and in the in­ 
crease in silver coin and bullion on hand. 
The influences tending to the decrease of the 
gold balance have been primarily the scarcity 
of notes, compelling payments of the daily 
balance jto New York Clearing-Houses in 
gold coin. There has been but a small 
amount of United States notes and gold cer­ 
tificates preseutedfor redemption in gold coin. 
«There has been during the year an increase 
in silver coin of $15 977,970 in standard dol­ 
lars, and of $7,849,994 in fractional silver coin. 
Note assets, including balances due from de­ 
pository banks have decreased from $107,­ 
664,287 in 1877 to $93,417,282 in 1S78, to 
$63,926,653 in 1879, and to $42,402,314 in 
1880. The steady decrease, the Treasurer 
says, is due in a great measure to a with­ 
drawal of notes caused by the presentation 
of Clearing-house certificates for redemption, 
the amount of these certificates outstanding 
having been reduced frcm §31,335,000 in 1879 
to $9,975,000 in 18S0. Another reason for the 
smallness of the note balance, Gilfillan adds, 
may be found in the fallingoff in note receipts, 
the revenues of the Government being now 
largely paid in coin and silver certificates. 
From tables of assets and liabilities of the 
Government for November 1, 1879, and No­ 
vember 1, 1880, it is shown that on Novem­ 
ber 1, 1879, there were $151,047,044, and on 
November 1,18S0, there were $141,597,013 61 
available for resumption. The amount of 
gold coin and bullion in the treasury January 
1, 1879, the date of resumption cf specie pay­ 
ments, was $135,3S2,689, and at this date 
(November 1) it §140,725,952, and in addition 
there have accumulated in the treasury $47,- 
0S4.459 in standard silver dollars. The re­ 
demption of United States notes in gold since 
the resumption of specie payments has aggre­ 
gated §1,196,336. Since the order of the 
Department of January 1, 1879, authorizing 
the receipt of United States notes for customs 
duties, there have been recei.ed on that ac­ 
count $142,323,601. 
The total coinage of standard silver dollars 
under the Act of February 28, 1878, has 
been $72.817,750. Of this, $47,588,106 is in 
the Treasury and in the mints, and $25,­ 
259,644 in circulation. The Treasurer in­ 
stances banks which redaced and forthwith 
increased their circulation to the former 
amount, with the avowed object of relieving 
themselves from the trouble and expense of 
redeeming their notes through the redemp­ 
tion agency, as required, and says it is plain 
that such transactions are not within the 
spirit of the Act of June 20, 1874. 
California ¡school Lands—An Important 
Decision. 
W ashington, November 22d.—The Secre­ 
tary of the Interior to-day rendered a decision 
of wide application aod large importance in 
the matter of the adjustment of the Califor­ 
nia school land grant, as regards indemnity 
selections certified prior to March 1, lS7f. 
In this decision Secretary Sthurz holds that 
only defective or invalid selections, made in 
lieu of actual losses or defic iencies, and «elec­ 
tions made io lieu of the sixteenth and thirty- 
sixth sections, allpged by the State at the 
time of selection to be lost in Mexican giant-1, 
but which since March 1, 1877, have been or 
may hereafter be found, upen the final sur­ 
veys of such grants, or by approved pub­ 
lic surveys, not to be so lost to the State, 
are confirmed by the A ct of March 1, 1877, 
commonly known in California as the Booth 
b ill; that no more than one section (the first 


one) is confirmed in lieu of the designated 
loss or deficiency; that no selection is con­ 
firmed which was made in lieu of a sixteenth 
or thirty sixth section, shown by survey at 
the time of selection to be in place or lieu of a 
sixteenth or thirty sixth section! which by 
final survey of a Mexican grant and approved 
public surveys was ascertained prior to March, 
1877, not to be lost to the State, the State in 
such cases taking the sixteenth or thirty-sixth 
section aud the United States the selected 
land, to bs disposed of to a purchaser of the 
State, or in case no State purchaser claims it, 
then to be disposed of as public lands. The 
Secretary also holds that in no case can 
the State take sixteenth and thirty-sixth sec­ 
tions, and lands selected In lieu thereof; 
hence, that unless the sixteenth or thirtv- 
sixth se-tion, in lieu of which other lands 
have been illegally selected and certified, re­ 
verts to the United States under said Act, 
which cannot be the case where the six­ 
teenth and thirty-sixth sections were ascer­ 
tained to be in place by surveys returned 
prior to March 1, 1877, the selections are 
not confirmed, and the selected lands are held 
for disposal under the provisos of the second 
section of the Act, as are ail other selected 
lands, the selection of which shall be found 
to fail, and not to be confirmed by said Act. 
This decision oi the case affects many other 
large tracts of mineral land in California, in­ 
ducting most of the mining claims of Bodie. 
Supreme Court Derision in a Mining 
Case. 
W ashington, November 22d.—A decision 
was rendered by the Supreme Court to-day 
in the case of thelvanhoe Mining Company, 
plaintiff in error, against the Keystone Con­ 
solidated Mining Company, involving title to 
the eastern half of section 36 in Amador 
county, in possession of the Keystone Com­ 
pany under a patent of the United States, 
and which is claimed by the Ivanhoe Company 
under the grant to California for school pur­ 
poses. This Court holds that title to the 
lands in controversy did not pass to Califor­ 
nia by the school grant Act of 1853, for the 
reason, first, that all mineral lands were in­ 
tended by Congress to be exempted from the 
operation of the school grant, and second, 
inasmuch as the land in controversy had been 
improved and cultivated previous to the sur­ 
vey which fixed the limit of the school giaut, 
it was exempted from the operations cf the 
school grant Act by virtue of section 7 of that 
law. The judgment of the Circuit Court of 
the United States for the District of Califor­ 
nia is therefore affirmed. Judge Field took 
no part in the decision. 
Payment or Dels on New York Now in 
Order. 
Albany, November 22d.—The State Can­ 
vassers have declared the following results of 
the State election : Garfield, 555.554; Han­ 
cock, 534,511; Weaver, 123,373; Dow, 1,517. 
Garfield’s plurality, 21,033. 
Garfield's l'iiirallly In Indiana—A Narrow 
Esc» pe. 
Chicago, November 22J. — The Inter­ 
Ocean's Indianapolis special says : Through 
the failure of the Marshal of the Eight Dis­ 
trict to properly make returns, the plurality 
of General Garfield in the State is cut down 
to 3,771. The State law requires that on the 
third Monday of November the Marshal, 
whom the Governor appoints for each Con­ 
gressional District, shall make a return of the 
vote for that district to the CanvassiDg 
Board, who shall declare the result. No re­ 
turn was made to day from the Eighth Dis­ 
trict, but the result in the State was not 
affected thereby 
It is probable that the 
Marshal for that district, who is a thoroughly 
reliable man, failed in some way to be noti­ 
fied by the Governor of his appointment. 
The loose and worthless law will now prob­ 
ably be amended. 
It is a narrow escape for 
Indiana. 
- 
Political Complications in Indiana. 
Chicago, November 22d.—A Trit'uue Cin­ 
cinnati special says : Governor Williams’ 
death causes a Senatorial complication in In­ 
diana. H is death threatens to leave the State 
without a head, and prevent the election of a 
United States Senator. The law requires 
that before either a Governor of Lieutenant- 
Governor can take his seat, the two houses 
must he organized. 
The Senate is a tie. 
While Gray was Lieutenant-Governor he had 
the casting vote, as he had two years ago ; 
but the death of Williams leaves a tie, to be 
broken by a defection from one side or the 
other. 
The Democrats have determined 
therefore to organize the Senate, a: ! will 
cling to their determination. If each side 
stands firm the Senate cannot organiz ’, and 
without it neither a Governor nor Lieutenant- 
Governor can take their seats, aud t the 
same time the Constitution terminales the 
< ffiee of the acting Governor on the second 
Monday of .January. If the two sides of the 
Senate lock horns and remain in that attitude, 
the State can he' kept indefinitely without a 
Governor. A United States Senator is to be 
elected to succeed Senator McDonald. If 
none is elected, and the time gees by, the 
Demccrats say r.o legal election can be made 
by the present Legislature, and the r.ext one 
they ho; e to make Democratic. 
Tlic Morey teller Forgery Again. 
N ew York, November 22J.— Interesting 
disclosures are made of Hadley’s connection 
with the Morey forgery. It is now alleged 
that Win. H. Barnuin employed him tu go to 
Maryland and Lyon to procure the perjured 
testimony in snppc rt of the plot, and that he 
brought witness Lindsay or O’Brien to this 
city. 
New Y ork, November 221.—The Tribune, 
regarding the promised developments iu the 
Morey letter case, says : Investigation has 
shown that the forgery was not in Gai field’s 
handwriting or signature, but that of Brown, 
his stenographer and amanuensis. 
The 
forger or forgers had to get a letter 
from General G n field before they could 
do any work. 
It can be shown, so 
counsel stated, that such a letter was 
procmed by Hadley, who wrote to Garfield 
a letter intended to draw-_ out a personal 
reply from him, but was written by Brown 
and signed by him. 
It was not of the 
slightest consequence, being merely a refer­ 
ence of his correspondent to certain printed 
documents sent by the same m ail; yet it was 
carefully photo-lithographed and published 
in the Truth about two weeks before the 
forged letter apueared. The forgery, it is 
now known, was based upon the same letter 
of Bruwn’s, to which he had attached the 
name of Garfield by authorization, and it is 
believed that that letter was the one that the 
signature to the Hadley letter was an imita­ 
tion of. It is a common practice among per­ 
sons having a large correspondence to have 
imitations of their signatures made by their 
confidential clerks. 
Chicago, November 22d. — A Tribune 
Washington special says: A Democratic 
Senator reveals the important fact that Gar­ 
field was in Ohio the day the Morey letter 
was dated, and therefore could not have 
written it. This did not come out iu the 
Morey trial. The records of the House will 
show this to be true. 
American (’onim crrial Relations on lire 
Pacific. 
Chicago, November 22d. — The Intcr- 
Ocearis Washington special says: Secretary 
Thompson, in his forthcoming report, will 
give prominence to the American commercial 
relations on the Pacific. The report will say 
that Commodore Shufeldt’s cruise has been 
very important in results. He has succeeded 
in removing most, if not all, the irritation 
in Corea caused by the trouble when the 
Shenandoah was there some years ago. 
Efforts will be continued to have the ports 
of that country open to the world. The 
Coreana already buy many American goods, 
preferring them to European, and obtaining 
them through Japan; that with tho pos­ 
session of Alaska aud treaties with Japan, 
the Sandwich Islands andSamoa, our relations 
are such that if we do not have a fair share 
of trade across the Pacific it will be our own 
fault. 
C hicag o, November 22d. — The Inter- 
Ocean^s Washington special says: Our Gov­ 
ernment has reason to believe that the letter 
of Commodore Shufeldt to the King of Corea 
has not been seen by him. His failure to 
conclude the m atter is attributed to the pres 
ence of the French and English fleets. Ne­ 
gotiations will continue through the media­ 
tion of Japan. 
Foreshadowing ihc Report or Hie Sec- 
rclary of (he Treasury. 
New Y ork, November 22d.—The two most 
important points in Secretary Sherman’s 
forthcoming report are, recomme^iations in 
regard to the funding of a large amount of 
bonds due the coming year, and the financial 
work needed in order to maintain specie pay­ 
ment in gold on a firm and lasting basis. In 
regard to the first it is understood the Secre­ 
tary urges upon Congrera the passage of a 
law which will make it possible to begin 
preparations fur thÍ9 refunding at the earliest 
possible day. The expectation about the Treas­ 
ury Department is that the Secretary will 
argue in favor of a long bond, bearing a rate 
of interest not greater than 3 65, and possibly 
as low as 3 per cent., payable in gold. The 
presentation of the question of the mainten­ 
ance of specie payments will involve a dis­ 
cussion of the silver question, and the effect 
which it bids fair to have on the volume and 
movement of the gold currency in the near 
future. Conservative silver legislation will 
be urged upon Congress. A very full and 
clear review of what has been accomplished 
in the work of paying the war debt, refund­ 
ing bonds and resuming specie payments may 
be looked for. It is believed that this exhibit, 
under the hand c.f the Secretary of the 
Treasury, will go far toward preparing the 
way, both at hi me and abroad, for floating a 
3 per cent. bond. 
Grant and (be Bcnatorslilp from New 
York. 
W ash in g to n, November 22d.—Several 
G rant Senators and New York Republicans 
inadvertently admitted that Conkling intends 
presenting G rant’s name for Eernan’s suc­ 


cessor in the Senate, and also intends having 
him elected. For this purpose G rant lost his 
vote in Galena. 
Tire Stock Boom—Gould’s 0|*f rations. 
N ew Y ork, November 22d.—The Tribune's 
New York special says : A broker says the 
heavy rise in stocks results from the efforts 
of nearly every heavy operator. Gould is 
buying because he recognizes the fact that he 
will he able to get higher prices this week. 
He did not originally, however, anticipate 
any such rise as the present. Beirg a bear 
he will shortly squeeze the market by calling 
in his large outstanding loans. He, however, 
is a strong bull on the prosperity of the coun­ 
try. Few people appreciate the work going 
on in the southwest. He will very soon have 
a round hundred million bonds on the roads 
he is extending and going to build in that 
region. He will Becure connections with the 
Atlantic roads. It is thought that is gener­ 
ally attended to already, and those who want 
6 per cent, for their mcney have faith enough 
in the prosperity of the country and in Gould 
to trust it to him. He will go on and sur­ 
prise the world by the extent of his scheme. 
This is where his time and money and energy 
are directed, and he is desirous of seeing low 
prices for stocks, that money may be left free 
to flow into the channels he has dug for it. 
“ I think,” said he, “ to-morrow will show 
how real this ‘bull’ movement is. If it really 
is nothing more than a manipulative move­ 
ment, there will be a rush of the more timid 
bulls to unload. If there is a sufficient num­ 
ber of outside orders, then we shall sustain 
rates, otherwise there will be a decline.” 
Lively Days on 'I linnge. 
N ew Y ork, November 22d.—The Stock 
Exchange was characterized by great activity 
to-day, and business was immense iu volume. 
Prices opened at an advance of J@14, the 
latter Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, and 
subsequently rose }@2J. About midday a 
reaction of T<8 § took place, but during the 
afternoon speculation again became strong, 
and a further advance of .j to 2.1 was recorded 
in the late dealings. Sales to realize profits 
caused a reaction of 
li per cent. 
A t the Produce Exchange here to-day flour 
advanced 10 to 25 cents per barrel, and wheat 
aud ccrn 2 to 3 cents per bushel, with large 
transactions and no little excitement. The 
flurry was due to the closing cf the Erie 
Canal for the present. 
A t the Cotton Exchange there was a brisk 
speculation and an advance of 25 to 30 points, 
owing to- the unusually cold weather at the 
South, which ii interfering with picking and 
doing other injuries. 
Failure or the Chicago Produce Ex­ 
change. 
C hicago, November 22d.—'The Public Pro­ 
duce Exchange, the largest institution of the 
kind iu Chicago, suspended shortly before 1 
o’clock to-day, having been badly crippled by 
the recent heavy advance in grain, provisions, 
cottou and stocks, all of which rose so fast 
to-day that there was a regular jam of call 
operators at the counters. This rise iu ail 
kinds of speculative articles has caught most 
of tho bucket-shops, and several have al­ 
ready suspended. The Metropolitan also 
failed this morning. D. A. Loriag, President 
of the Chicago Produce Exchange, says: 
The concern has paid out over a quarter of a 
million dollars within ten days. It is de­ 
signed to settle aud continue business. The 
liabilities are not yet known, but are prob­ 
ably over $100,000. 
The Secretaryship of the Interior. 
W ash in g to n, November 22cL—Ex Gov­ 
ernor Pound, member of Congress from Wis­ 
consin, is being pushed by his frends for the 
Secretaryship of the Interior Department. 
He is backed by all the local political influ­ 
ence in his own State, and has the co-opera­ 
tion of ex Senator Dorsey. Great stress is 
laid by the Wisconsin men who urge Gov­ 
ernor Pour.d for the place upon the fact that 
the Wisconsin delegation to Chicago were the 
first to swing into line for Garfield, and to 
the additional claim that the great North­ 
west ought to be represented at the head of 
the Home Department of the Government. 
Don't Want the Position. 
W ashington, November 22J.—Congress­ 
man Harry W hite denies that he is a candi­ 
date fur tho Clerkship of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives, and says: “ 1 have too much 
respect for the constituents who so generously 
suppoited me for Congress to accept the po­ 
sition of Cleik. Although it is a highly re­ 
spectable position, I do not want an office for 
the sake of an office.” 
Down on Boss Kelly. 
New Y ork, November 22d.—1The Herald 
prints an address signed by officers of severe! 
Democratic clubs here nnd iu Richmond 
county, Siaten Island, and by several mer­ 
chants and bankers, declaring that they will 
never again, by money, moral influence or 
votes, euppnrt the nominee of any S tite or 
National Convention in which John Kelly is 
permitted “ to exercise his former pernicious 
dictatorship.v The document is addressed to 
Faulker, Chairman of the Democratic State 
Central Committee. 
Ingersoll's Secular Scheme. 
New Y ork, November 22d.—The Herald 
says of Ingersoli’s secular scheme, organized 
last week in Chicago to stop the reading of 
the Bible in prisons and schools, and for 
other assaults on religion : The proposition is 
conceived in the same spirit which embold­ 
ened the announcement of the “ Passion 
Play ” in New York, which is au insult to all 
religious bodies and an assault upon the civ­ 
ilization of the age. The Chicago assemblage 
which concocted the scheme to “ secularize ” 
the body politic ignore the fundamental prin­ 
ciple of modern society and government, and 
their craze against Christianity will only con­ 
sume themselves. 
Collision Bityvecn Vigilantes aud Out­ 
laws. 
D f.adivood (D. T .), November 22d.—Fur 
months back a band of outlaws have kept 
the citizens of Fort Pierre, a town on the 
east bank of the Missouri liver, in terror, un­ 
til the respectable portion of the community 
organized a Vigilance Committee, with a de­ 
termination of ridding the place of the 
roughs. Last week the two opposing forces 
came together, both strongly armed. A fight 
ensued, resulting in the killing of Arkansas 
Joe, the leader of the gang, and wounding 
four others. The vigilantes escaped unhurt. 
Singular Matrimonial Complication. 
C hicago, November 22d.—The Superior 
Court had before it this morning a case of 
curious complications. Some months ago 
Win. A. Sloan married a woman in Ohio, 
moved to Iowa and obtained a divorce 
through a Chicago divorce lawyer, and upon 
the same day married another woman in 
Iowa. The Courts of the latter State de­ 
clared the divorce proceedings illegal and the 
second marriage adulterous. 
To day the 
Chicago Court held that the divorce is valid 
according to the laws of Illinois. It is there­ 
fore illegal for Sloan to live with either of his 
wives, although he ha3 children by both. He 
might, however, legally live with his Ohio 
wife in Iowa, aud with his Iowa wife in Illi­ 
nois, but could not live with the Ohio wife in 
Illinois, or with the Iowa wife in Iowa.

Moulton, Secret iry Sherman’s brother in­ 
law, believes Sherman to be the almost 
unanimous choice of the Legislature for 
Senator, as he is of the people of Ohio; also, 
that the complications of tbe Ohio Senatorial 
question have been magnified. ^ There was 
no law of Congress to meet this case, and 


the Legislature would therefore definitely 
settle it. 
The President assures reporters that all 
pretended forecasts of hri message are bogus. 
No points have been confided to any one, 
and not a word has been written. 
General Garfield will be here this week, 
and receive great honors. 
In Republican political circles to-day quite 
a buoyant feeling exists on tbe subject of 
party control in the Senate after the 4th of 
next March. 
Heretofore the Republican 
papers have rested mainly on the attitude of 
General Mahone ; but to-day it is hinted that 
a case will be made up against Fair of 
Nevada, and objection raised to his admission 
on the ground of notorious bribery and cor­ 
ruption in the election of members of the 
Legislature. It is claimed that there has 
been no concealment of the fact that large 
sums of money were spent in the interest of 
Fair to secure the election of a Legislature 
favorable to him, and that names, dates and' 
amounts can and will be given. It is quite 
true that there has been much talk about 
money and other improper influences con­ 
trolling the Senatorial contest in Nevada. 
W ashington, November 22d.—Secretary 
Schurz will allow the Poncas to come to 
Washington to confer on their future resi­ 
dence. 
Cold Weather. 
^ W hite P lain s (N. Y.), November 22d — 
Champlain Canal is frozen over this morn­ 
ing. The ice is about two inches thick. 
Thirty loaded boats are frozen in between 
here and Fort Ann. About forty are due 
from Port Henry and Canada to night and 
to-morrow. The thermometer was 9 degrees 
below zero at 2 A. M. 
St. L ouis, November 221.—The ice grows 
heavier, and the reports are that the river 
will close. 
B uffalo, November 22J.—The severe 
weather along the canals has stopped naviga­ 
tion and trade is paralyzed. Prices are nom­ 
inally higher. 
Chicago, November 22J.—The weather is 
very cold for this season of the year. Ice 
has formed in the river, and all lake naviga­ 
tion is practically closed. The thermometer 
has been from zero to 10 degrees below. 
A lbany, November 22d.—Telegrams re­ 
ceived by the Auditor from Utica, Rome, 
Syracuse, Rochester, Tonawanda and Fort 
Edwards to day speak of cold, ice and snow, 
and state that the canals are closed at the 
points named. Ice-breakers and 14ÍI the men 
that can be put to work on them are em­ 
ployed, aud unless the present cold snap con­ 
tinues the canals will be reopened. A t Sche­ 
nectady the ice in the canal is four inches 
thick. It is estimated that there are 7,000.­ 
000 bushels of grain afloat. A telegram this 
afternoon from Whitehall announces that the 
Champlain Canal was frozen over this inorn- 
irg with ice two inches thick. Every effort 
will be made by the canal officials to get the 
boats through. A t W hitehall at 5 A. M. to­ 
day the thermometer indicated 9° below zero. 
T oledo (O.), November 22d.—Four inches 
of ice in the river. Navigation on the lake 
has closed suddenly and prematurely for the 
winter. 
P oughkeepsie (N. Y .), November 22d — 
The cold increases. The river is full of ice. 
No boat will be able to get through to Albany 
after to-morrow. 
P etersburg (Va ), November 22d.—This is 
the coldest day of the saason. There is skat­ 
ing in some localities. 
St. J ohn (N. B.), November 22d.—It is 
very cold here. The river is frozen up, and 
winter has set in in earnest. 
Three Vessels Wrecked on Lake Erie. 
E rie (Pa ), November 22d.—Three vessels 
were wrecked five miles from here and nil 
the crews saved by the gallant work of tec- 
life-saving crew, who dragged their apparatus 
five miles through the heaviest snow-aturw 
ever known here. 
C leveland ((.*•), November 22d.—Several 
wrecks ate reported along the Like shore to­ 
night.

The Morey Forgery—So Sew Develop­ 
ments. 
Chicago, November 22J. — The Inter­ 
Ocean's New York special says: No new de­ 
velopments in the forgery case. The report 
that Philp was about to publish his confes- 
si >u doubtless grew out of tho vulgar pranks 
of the Truth newspaper.

the forgery. These gentlemen were sitting in 
their hotel oa Friday, the 15th day of Octo­ 
ber, when General Averill, with whom they 
were acquainted, came in and entered into 
conversation with one of them. Averill said, 
as nearly as can be remembered, “ It is all 
right. I have just come from Governor’s 
Island. I cannot divulge to you what is go­ 
ing ou, but it is a big thing, and is go­ 
ing to turn this whole thing. Although 
we lost Indiana, Hancock is going to be 
elected. Don’t you make any mistake about 
it. 'This is as sure as you live. There is 
something to be sprung on the other side. I 
can't tell you what it is, but there is a letter 
coming out which you will eee in the papers. 
It may be published in two days, and it may 
be four or five weeks. We are going to send 
it to the Pacific coast, when it comes out. 
Garfield can’t carry a single Pacific State. 
He can’t carry the W est.” Averill was very 
emphatic. The gentleman to whom he made 
his communication told the substance of it

W right, one of the Directors of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company, who returned 
from New York late Saturday, was at his 
office to-day, and said the negotiations were 
closed Friday night between the company 
and a syndicate of American and European 
bankers, under which the syndicate is to 
furnish $ 10,000,000 for the completion of the 
road. The road is to be completed within 
three years. 
Liability of Railroad Companies. 
W ashington, November 22d.—In the Su­ 
preme Court the decision was rendered to­ 
day in the case of a passenger who was in­ 
jured by falling from a berth in a Pullman 
palace car while riding on the Pennsylvania 
liailroad. Tne Court holds that the railroad 
company, and not the Pullman company, is 
responsible for the injury done the passenger, 
as they must provide for the safety of their 
passengers.

D ublin, November 22d.—Parnell has is­ 
sued an appeal to the American people, hop­ 
ing that all lovers of freedom will assist the 
agitation now going on in Ireland, which will 
secure a radical settlement of the land ques­ 
tion.Dillon, solicitor of Eagan, Secretary of the 
Land League, aud other persons against 
whom prosecution has been instituted, to-day 
handed the Crown officer an affidavit, sworn 
to by Eagan, asking for an attachment 
against the Evening Mail, for publishing ar­ 
ticles calculated to prejudice the trials of the 
traversers. 
While a Land Leaguer was addressing the 
people from a cart at Ballina, County Mayo, 
t :-day, the (sílice attempted to arrest him for 
obstiucting the street. A mob interfered 
and a sanguinary fight ensued. Several of 
the police were wounded, but being rtin- 
foiced, charged on the crowd and arrested 
the Land Leaguer.

The .InllS eiiicllr .Movement. 
Berlin, November 22d.—Ou resumption 
of the anti-Semetic movement in the Lower 
House of tbs Prussian Diet to-day, Bathein 
of the Center party accused the Jews of ac­ 
quiring wealth by disgraceful means. 
Richtor retoited, and pointed out that 
stock-jobbing was carried on by Christians 
belonging to high circles. 
Rev. Stecker. Court Chaplain, who is one 
of the principal originators of the movement, 
said the question was an economic one, ami 
repeated Bsohem’s accusations. He declared 
that the objec . of the petition was to keep 
the Jews from any post of authority.

P aris, November 221.—The clauses of the 
magistracy reform bill, adopted by the Cham­ 
ber of Deputies, include one for nominatirg 
a Chief Judge for a term of five years. The 
Radical amendment that Judges be elected 
by universal suffrage was rejected—172 to 125. 
The Czar's Health Ills Marriage. 
B erlin, November 22d.—Persons qualified 
to judge consider the reports of the illness of 
the Czar perfectly accurate. The Czar is 
anxious for the speedy official publication of 
bis marriage with I ’rincere Dolluegour. 
Prince Melikoff has been trying for some 
time past, but unsuccessfully, to procure the 
assent of the Czarevitch and other members 
of the Imperial family to the official an­ 
nouncement of the union.

MUCH MARRIED. 


Two Marriages Alleged to Be in Conflict 
and Badly Mixed Up. 
An account was given yesterday morning 
of a shooting affair at a school-house in \ olo 
county, about six miles from Wooland, in 
which Mrs. Finn, of this city, fired four 
i hots at George E. Landis, and about which 
considerable mystery existed. 
flhe facts are 
now being brought to light in the preparation 
for legal proceedings about to be commenced 
in the Superior Court of this county, the com­ 
plaint in which has been duly drawn and 
sworn to, and is ready for tiling. 
The complainant in the case is Mrs. Julia A. 
Finn, or otherwise Julia A. Landis, and 
the action brought against George E. Lanais 
to obtain a legal recognition aud decree of 
legal marriage between them. ^ 1 he facts 
upon which the alleged marriage is based are 
very similar to those of another recent^case, 
in that a Justice of the Peace from outside of 
the city is alleged to have been called in 
to tie a knot which was to be entirely adjust­ 
able. 
It ia alleged that George E. Landia, 
having been keeping company with Mrs. 
Finn, and being under engagement of mar­ 
riage with her, he took her in a carriage to 
ride on the 15th day of November, 1879, and 
drove to Brighton. That while parsing a 
certain house there he said : “ Here is Jus­ 
tice Foster’s place ; let’s go in and get mar­ 
ried ; we might a3 well now as at any time. 
That she assented, and they went in, and, as 
she believed, were married. After they had 
remained there a short time they left, and as 
they started away, Landis handed her what 
she supposed to be a valid certificate of mar­ 
riage given by the Justice of the Peace. 
It 
is made out upon a printed Episcopal Church 
blank for such purposes, and reads as follows : 
CERTIFICATE OF MARRIAGE. 
This is to certify that on the 15th day of Novem­ 
ber, in the 3'ear of our Lord one thousand eight hun­ 
dred and seventy-nine, at Br ghton, in the State of 
California, county of Sacramento, in the Diocese « f 
Keean, I joined together in holy matrimony G E. 
Landis and Julia A. Finn, according to the rites of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States of America and in conformity with the laws 
of the State of California. In witness whereof 1 
have hereuuto put my name this 15th day of No­ 
vember, A. D. 1879.

No license was issued in this counlyfor 
such marriage. 
It is stated by the com­ 
plainant aud her friends that from the date 
of the above transaction Mr. Landis and she 
lived together as husband and wife whenever 
lie was in the city, up to August 4, 1880, but 
that Mr. Landis desired nothing to be said 
about it, as his friends were opposed to his 
marrying her. On August 4th Mr. Landis 
called upon a physician in this city and stated 
to him that he” was going away to teach 
school, and that during his absence his wife 
would be confined and wished to engage him 
to attend to her. The doctor said he would, 
aud asked his name, to which lie replied, 
George E. Landis, and said, “ You know my 
wife—she that was Mrs, Finn.” The doctor re­ 
plied .that he did, and promised to care for her. 
Landis further remarked that his wife was then 
ailing and would be up soon and get some 
medicine, and Mr». Finn soon after called, 
uporf the same day, and got a prescrip­ 
tion. The charge for this in the physician’s 
book fixes the date. Mrs. Finn, or Landis, 
alleges that “ her husband ” remained with 
her that night. The records of the County 
Clerk show that on the following day, Au­ 
gust 5,1880, a license was issued to George 
E. Landis, upon his owh application and affi­ 
davit, authorizing his marriage to Emma 
Hack, and they were married by Rev. J. E. 
Wicks on the same day. as appears by notice 
furnished the Record-Union for publication. 
Mr. Landis then went to Woodland and 
vicinity in relation to his school, and 
remained, his newly-acquired wife being 
with him. 
While there he wrote fre­ 
quent letters to “ My dear wife Julia,” 
who was still in this city, but aLways ad­ 
dressed the envelope to a young lady who 
lived in the same house. 
Some of the letters 
were signed “ George,” but most of them 
were finished with “ From your Husband,” 
and to one or two of them was addtd 
“ I guess you know who that is.” On Octo- 
b r lOtii the confinement, for which Mr. 
Landis had made arrangements with the 
physician before going to his school, took 
place, which was published on October 30, 
1880, as “ Born, at Sacramento, October 10, 
1880, to the wife of George Em-nett Laudis, 
a sou. (S in Francisco and Woodland papers 
please publish.)” 
The letters from Woodland received by Mrs. 
Finn are considerably on the defensive at 
times, denying apparent reports written him 
by Mrs. l-’inD, of having married Miss Hack, 
aii I asserting that there was no tiuth what­ 
ever in it, and stating that as soon as he 
could get over from Woodland lie w uld 
again 
come 
and 
see Mrs. 
Finn, who 
was receiving the letters, 
and 
stating 
that 
he 
cared 
for 
no 
one 
el-e. 
This is alleged to be the Gate cf facts which 
led Mrs. Finn to make the visit, which the 
did last Thursday, to the school being taught 
by Mr. Landis, near Woodland, auil as she 
found the alleged dual companion, which 
Mr. Landi3 had declared was all a myth, 
actually boarding and living with him near 
the school-house, her visit became exceed­ 
ingly pointed and ended in the shooting before 
referred to. 
Mrs. Finn has already sworn to her com­ 
plaint to institute proceedings to make valid 
her suppose! marriage, audit is claimed the 
above statements will be fully substantiated. 


“ Whose Baby Is I t?”—I t isn’t probable 
that question will be answered soon, but it 
was a baby, and Mr. McMorry, the grocer, 
heard its plaintive wail last night at 8 o’clock. 
He ran out on M street, between Third and 
Fourth, and found, not far off, the poor little 
waif as it lay on the door-step of a residence.

The little one, so sadly deserted, 
and whether the child of poverty or of 
6hatne. still cruelly deserted, was wrapped 
carefully in a warm woolen shawl, and was 
clad in warm woolens likewise, and beside it 
lay a bundle of clothing for the child, 
a very complete outfit, indicating that some 
fingers had worked wearily, lovingly for 
the babv, 
and that some heart, cruel 
though it was 
to desert it, 
yet had 
suifered keenest anguish at the parting; 
for only mother-love would have so provided, 
and only tender care would have so softened 
the cruelty nf the deed.

RIGID 
INSPECTION. 


The inspection of companies of the Na­ 
tional Guard, directed by the Adjutant-Gen­ 
eral, began in this city last night, and is to 
extend throughout the State, until every 
company has bien inspected. 
It was by no 
means an ordinary inspection, but was or­ 
dered to ascertain exactly how much property 
the State has in the custody of the com­ 
panies ; to ascertain if the arms charged to 
each company arc on hand; 
to find out 
what is their condition, how they are stored 
and cared for, how the safety of the arms 
are 
seenred, what 
body 
arms are on 
hand, 
uniforms, 
company 
and 
body 
accouterments, 
etc, ; 
to 
ascertain 
how 
the 
company 
accounts 
aie 
kept, 
how the 
minute 
books, 
rosters, 
reports of assemblages, etc., are written up; 
to note the condition of the armories, the 
care given to them, how the companies are 
accommodated, etc., etc. 
The inspection 
here last evening proved to be the most rigid 
ever experienced by the guardsmen. The in­ 
spection was made 
by Adjutant-General 
Backus and his Assistant, Major Turner, 
aided by Brigadier-General Sheehan and 
staff. The companies were required to place 
all company property in sight, to unlock all 
desks, drawers and lockers, to expióse all 
books, papers, uniforms, accouterments and 
arms, and to account for all goods of the 
State charged against them. The commands, 
Companies A, G, Bandthe Governor’s G uard, 
were mustered in the upper hall of the Pa­ 
vilion at 8 o’clock in presence of a large con 
course and were inspected, Company A by 
Major Houghton, Company G by Major Hub­ 
bard, Company B by Major Harney, and the 
Governor’s Guard by Major Weaver. 
There 
were present also during the inspection Major 
Berkey and the staff of Colonel Haymoud. 
Among the interested lookers-on were Lieut. 
Fred Heilbrou of the "Hussars, aud many 
members of the Hussars and Zouaves. As 
each company was inspected, an accurate ac­ 
count was taken of every arm and the uni­ 
forms aud the accouterments iu possession of 
the men, aud these were set down as called 
off, and a note made of the condition cf the 
same. 
The Adjutant-General 
and s.aff. 
General Sheehan and staff and the appointed 
inspectors theu visited each armory, opened 
and examined every locker, examined all j 
arms aud Strings in the armories, inventoried 
them, aud noted down their condition ; over­ 
hauled all the books and made note of the 
systems of bookkeeping iu use, and where 
cnanges fur the better cau 
be made; 
examined all 
the property of the State 
ia each armory, 
and the 
condition of 
knapsacks, 
canteens, 
cartridge-boxes, 
belts, 
buckles, 
bayonets, 
extra 
arms, 
swords, pistols., etc. The inspection conclud­ 
ed at about 10 o’clock. 
So far as the inspec­ 
tion of the companies was concerned it was 
understood to be satisfactory ; but not so as 
to all the armories. The Governor’s Guard 
was found to be allotted a miserable dingy 
room, where it is impossible to keep the State’s 
property in decent condition ; a room dismal 
enough to dash the ardor of the most ardent 
cadet. Company A’s armory was found to 
be too small, and, while fairly fitted with 
lockers, to be damp and not calculated to en­ 
courage the men to keep the property to the 
best advantage. 
Company G’s armory was 
worse than A’s—in fact wholly inadequate to 
the needs of the company, and so small that 
the entire company cannot at one time 
be 
squeezed 
into it. 
In such quar­ 
ters the desirable military neatne38 and 
order is out of the question. 
Company B, 
on the contrary, was found to have a very 
large and handsome armory. 
Its assembly 
chamber is as cozy as a lodge-room, hand­ 
somely decorated and so fitted up that there 
is a place for everything, and roomy enough 
to have everything in its place. The saddle- 
room was found to be sufficiently large and 
well arrauged. The gun-room now takes in 
the whole lower floor of the Pavilion, and 
thereon the battery was found placed with 
military precision and order. The unanimous 
«judgment of the inspectors and the officers 
supervising was plainly manifest; that Com­ 
panies A, G aud the Governor's Guard are 
entitled to and should have better quarters, 
and that in proper armories they would dem­ 
onstrate their capacity to make everything 
bear the true military air of precision, neat­ 
ness and order.
